1. These rules may be called the Prevention of 
Food Adulteiation (Amendment) Rules, 1993. 


2, In the Prevention of Food Adulteration Rules. 
1955, (hereinafter referred as the said Rules). 

(1) in rule 4, for subside (6), the following sub¬ 
rule shall be substituted, namely :— 

“(6) The fees payable in respect of such a certi¬ 
ficate shall be Rs. 200 per sample of food 
analysed. The fees shall be paid by the 
person or persons who make an application 
to the Court under Sub-section (2) of Sec¬ 
tion 13 or the eu stdms collector or any 
officer of the Government authorised by the 
Central Government in this behalf under 
sub-section (2) of section 6 of the Preven¬ 
tion of Food AdulteraflOfi Act, 1954 oi any 
officer under clause (a), sub-rule Cl) of 
rule 5 ef Prevention of Food Adulteration 
Rules 1955”. 

(2) for lule 6 of the said rules the following rule

“6. Qualification of Public Analyst :—A person 
shall not be qualified for appointment as a 
public analyst unless he : 

fa) holds a Master’s Degree in Chemistry or 
Bio-chemistry or Food Technology or 
Micro-biology or Food and Drugs from a 
University established in India by Law or 
is an Associate of the Institution of Chemist 
(India) by examination in the section of 
analysts conducted by the Institution of 
Chemisti (India) or has an equivalent

(b) has been declared qualified for appoint¬ 
ment as a public analyst by a Board 
appointed and notified by the Central 
Government for such purposes; 

Provided that a persoh who is a public 
analyst on the date of commencement of 
these Prevention ofl Food Adulteration 
(Amendment) Rules 1993 for who has 
worked as a public analyst for a period ot 
three years before such commencement may 
hold office as such, subject to the terms and 
conditions of service applicable to bitn even 
though he does not fulfil the qualifications 
laid down in clauses (a) and (b)”, 

3. In rule 7, of the said rules :— 

(a) after sub-rule (1), the following proviso 
shall be inserted, namely :— 

“Provided (hat in case sample container re¬ 
ceived by the public analyst is found to 
be in broken condition or unfit tor analy¬ 
sis he shall within a period of one week 
from the date of receipt of such sample 
inform the local JHealth) authority about 
the same and send requisition to him for 
sending second part of the sample”. 
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(b) after the second proviso, the following Note 
shall be inserted, namely :— 

“Note :—In case of sample received under the 
proviso of rule 7(1) or rule 9 A, the 
period of forty days shall be counted 
from the date of receipt of the second 
part ot the sample”. 

4. In rule 8, of the said rules :—■ 

(a) in clause (c), for tEe words “three months’’ 
the words “six months” shall be substituted. 

(b) the second proviso shall be omitted. 

(c) in the third proviso, for the words “provi¬ 
ded also”, the words “Provided further” 
shall be substituted. 

5. In rule 9, of the said rules after the words “the 
lpcal area concerned” tfie words “or local (Health) 
authority” shall be inserted. 

6. The rule 9-A of the said rules shall be renum¬ 
bered as 9-B and before rule 9-B so renumbered the 
following rule shall be inserted, namely : 

“9-A sending of sample by Local Health Authority : 

. ''a) Local Health Authority shall within a period 
of seven days of receipt of requisition for 
second part of the sample from Public 
Analyst under the proviso of rule 7(1), 
send such sample to the Public Analyst. 

Cb) Local Health Authority, while sending se¬ 
cond part of the sample under the provision 
of sub-section (2E) of section 13 of the 
Act, shall do so within a period of 20 days 
from the date of receipt of the report from 
the first public analyst. 

7 . In rule 17 of the sal tf rtftBS, after clause (b) 
and before the proviso, the following clause shall be 
inserted, namely 

“(c) The sealed container of one of the remain¬ 
ing two parts of the sample apd a copy of 
the memorandum in JFonp VII kept with 
the Local (Health! .Authority shall within 
a period of 7 days''be sent to the public 
analyst on requisition made by him to it 
by any suitable means”. 

8. In rule 22 of the said rules, in the table, for 
the entry in column 2 against S. No. 37, the entry 
“500 gm” shall be substituted. 

In Appendix ‘A’ to the said rules, in Form I 
and Form 1-A, in paragraph 2 of the memorandum 
for the letters and figures “Rs. 40” the letters and 
figures “Rs. 200” shall be substituted.
